1. It would provide improved medical 
care for persons in and around Kiba. Emer - 
sency cases would not have to be taken {>

available to them, Young doctors are not 
being trained as fast as the population is

the town’s desirability as an industrial site. 

4, Hospitals in surrounding towns are 
always full of Elba patients. it would be 
much more convenient for the patients and 
their families if they didn’t have to get in 
their cars and drive 16 to 80 miles to a hos: 
pital. 

Arguments against having a hospital 
in Elba are: 

1, It is too expensive for a small town. 
The $100,000 spent on a hospital would 
put a strain on cily finances and force gac- 
rificing other parts of a well-rounded prog- 
ram of municipal development, For exampie 
if extra money is raised to build and main- 
tain a hospital, it would make it that much 
more difficult to raise the additional funds 
needed by the fire department to put on 
two full time firemen. 

2, Raising over $100,000 will require a 
new tax of some kind and no one wants 
another tax, 

3. Folks in West Coffee County are 
as close to adequate hospital facilities as 
many city residents, It doesn't take as long 
lo cover the 18 miles to Opp or Enterprise 
as it does for a resident on one side of Bir- 
mingham or Montgomery to cross the city 
thiough heavy trattic to a hospital located 
on the opposite side of the city. 

4. A hospital is rated by its ‘surgeons. 
In this age o: specialists a good many po- 
tential patients would still 80 out of town 
for hospitalization because medical men 
with a high degree of training go into prac- 
lice in the large population centers, 

5. The hospital wlil operate in the red 
for at least two years and probably_more. 
Clay Dean told Elba listeners that of 18 
hospitals checked by his office, nine were 
operating at a deficit. 

Many other arguments on both sides 
probably can be thought up by residents 
favoring or opposing establishment of a 
hospital here. The Clipper hopes to stimu- 
late discussion of the proposal and make 
folks realize all the arguments are not on 
one side. 


Water and Light Board Wages Listed 


In contrast to last year’s audit of the 
Light and Water Board operations, the re- 
cently completed check made a detailed an- 
alysis of salaries paid out by the board. Be- 
fore the current audit, wages were lumped 


|in a total with no explanation of whom was 
'drawing how much. 


For the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 
1956, Dick Dorman as Superintendent of 


\the systems drew top money, His salary 


was $0,952.50 for the 12-month period, or 
$496 per month, 

John Young and Mrs. Myrtle Sellers 
drew identical paychecks for their work. As 
lineman Mr. Young received $3,975 a year 
and Mrs. Sellers, cashier, took home a like 


}amount. It breaks down to about $331 per 


month, 
As assistant to the superintendent, L. 
P. Mullins was paid $2,650 per year. Durrell 
Hudson, assistant lineman, received the 
same salary. Monthly it amounts to $220. 
For duty as secretary - treasurer, Mrs, 


T. D. Kendrick drew $1,325 or $110 per 


month, 

Listed as a maintenance worker, C, FL 
Calhoun was paid $662.50 during the year. 
It is a little over $55 per month, Temporary 
workers during the 12-month period drew 
$259.70. 

Just a casual glance at the payroll 
shows the high degree of dependence city 
operations have on Light and Water Board 
revenues. Mayor L. P. Mullins, Mrs. T. D. 
Kendrick and Street Superintendent C, F. 
Calhoun all had their salaries supplemented 
by Light & Water funds, 

None of the full time Light & Water 
Board employees appear to be overpaid. In 
fact, men with as much training and tech- 
nical know-how as Dick Dorman and John 
Young could probably better themselves 
financially by working for a private utility. 
Strong home ties keep them here. Their 
trade is highly technical and carries with it 
a certain amount of risk. Consequently, the 
shortage of men with their knowledge is 
acute and they command good wages.

In the face of record prosperity 
in virtually every other phase or the eco- 
nomy, why has the income of farmers lag- 
ged behind? 

... Farming is a business and sound 
economics should apply to farming as well 
as manufacturing and _ steel making, In 
farming, as in other businesses, the man 
who moves with the times stands a good 
chance of making money. 

“This same principle applies to mech- 
anization; to the proper use of seeds, fertili- 
zers, insecticides; to the choice of crops to 
meet the needs of the market, and the oth- 
er variables over which the farmer has 
control, 

“But even the efficient farmer has had 
serious problems these past few years, and 
it is the cause of these problems that raises 
my dander. His grief goes straight back to 
the era of the Big Dealers in Washington 


when the Democrats started fiddlin g 


around with one law they should have 
handled with care: the law of supply and 


| demand. 


“Let me make one thing clear. I am 
‘n favor of the Soil Bank with its goal of 
‘educing acreage under cultivation and 


| Suilding up our soil resources. I am in favor 


f the administration’s flexible price sup- 
ort program. We need a program like this 
o level out price fluctuations, encourage 
he growth of crops in short supply and 
liscourage the growth of surplus crops. I 


| am in favor of lowering supports gradually 


Facing Facts on the Farm Problem 


to an economic level, without pulling the 
rug out from under the farmers’ feet. 

“I am against the New Deal concept of 
encouraging by rigid price supports, the 
growth of unneeded crops and the piling 
up of surpluses that undermine the farm 
economy and destroy our markets at home 
and abroad. I am against a subsidy that 
has the effect of blocking the natural move- 
ment of farm people into industry, and the 
professions as the rise in farm productivity 
brings about a decrease in farm manpower 
requirements, 

“.. . The decline in farm population 
since 1933 took place largely under Demo- 
cratic administrations and in the face of 
the most fantastic subsidy program this 
country has ever seen, 

‘“. .. Despite the long term downward 
trend of the farm population, quickened 
since the late '30s both by growing mech- 
anization on the farms and increased op- 
portunities for non-farm jobs, there are 
still too many farms and farmers. 

“. . . Not only have high rigid price 
Supports of recent years tended to keep too 
many people in agriculture but, by freezing 
production patterns, to keep them produc- 
ing the wrong things. 

“It is not cold-blooded to suggest to a 
farmer that he seek other employment if 
he can't make a good living on the farm. 
People in other professions take this kind 
of healthy competition in their stride. The 
farmer can and will do the same if the poli- 
ticians stay out of his hair. 

“For the farmer who finds that farm- 
ing is not his dish of tea, there is a job 
waiting in industry, a good job with good 
pay. And if his children want to go into 
teaching, or medicine, or engineering, they 
can be sure that a position awaits them 
when they finish school.”
